To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of  the 
Border  Rural  District  Council. 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I herewith  submit  my  Annual  Report  on  the  health  of 
the  community  for  1956. 

The  population,  as  estimated  by  the  Registrar  General 
at  mid  year  1956  was  29,980  being  60  less  than  in  1955.  Over 
the  past  five  years  the  average  population  figure  has  been 
just  over  30,000  and  this  figure  included  service  personnel 
stationed  in  the  various  military  and  air  force  establishments. 

The  corrected  birth  rate  was  15.8  per  1,000  of  population 
compared  with  a rate  of  16.5  in  1955.  The  rates  for  England 
and  Wales  and  the  Administrative  County  of  Cumberland  in 
1956  were  15.7  and  16.9  respectively. 

The  corrected  death  rate  of  11.7  per  1,000  compared 
favourably  with  the  rate  of  13.3  in  1955  and  that  of  14.4  in 
1954.  The  rate  for  England  and  Wales  in  1956  was  11.7 
and  that  of  the  County  of  Cumberland  12.2. 

The  Infantile  Mortality  rate  increased  to  30.9  per  1,000 
live  births  compared  with  the  low  figure  of  20.5  the  previous 
year.  The  figures  for  England  and  Wales  and  the  County  of 
Cumberland  were  23.8  and  30.4. 

Notifications  of  infectious  diseases  were  particularly  small 
during  the  year,  due  chiefly  to  the  low  incidence  of  measles. 

For  the  first  time  in  this  country,  vaccination  against 
Poliomyelitis  was  begun  during  1956,  but  owing  to  the  limited 
supplies  of  vaccine  available  only  74  children  in  the  Border 
area  were  vaccinated.  I would  point  out  that,  in  the  County 
of  Cumberland,  less  than  10%  of  the  children  eligible  for 
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\ accination,  were  registered  by  their  parents  during  1956.  At 
the  time  of  writing  this  report,  however,  I am  glad  to  say  the 
response  of  parents  to  further  vaccination  has  been  very  good. 

Details  of  improvement  and  extensions  to  water  and 
sewerage  systems  are  given  by  the  Engineer  and  Surveyor 
within  the  body  of  this  report.  I would  specially  mention  the 
completion  during  1956  of  a sewerage  system  for  the  village 
of  Houghton. 

During  the  year  132  houses  were  erected  and  full  details 
of  these  and  other  housing  matters  are  contained  in  the  report 
of  the  Chief  Public  Health  Inspector  and  Housing  Officer. 

1 would  again  express  my  sincere  thanks  to  the  Staff 
of  the  Health  Department  (whose  duties  seem  always  to  be 
increasing)  and  to  other  members  of  the  Council  Staff  for  their 
valuable  help  and  co-operation. 

My  thanks  are  also  due  to  the  Chairman  and  Members 
of  the  Council  for  their  continued  interest  and  encourage- 
ment.

Infantile  Mortality: 

There  were  13  deaths  of  infants  under  1 year  of  age, 
giving  an  Infantile  Mortality  rate  of  30.9  per  1,000  live  births. 
This  shows  a marked  increase  over  last  year’s  figure  of  20.5 
and  compares  unfavourably  with  the  rate  of  23.8  for  England 
and  Wales,  but  is  practically  the  same  as  the  rate  of  30.4 
for  the  County  of  Cumberland.  As  has  been  remarked  in 
previous  reports,  considerable  fluctuations  in  Infantile  Mor- 
tality rates  must  be  expected  when  dealing  with  such  small 
numbers. 

In  the  table  which  follows,  it  will  be  noted  that  9 infants 
died  within  the  first  two  weeks  of  birth,  five  of  these  were 
deaths  due  to  prematurity,  this  being  the  commonest  cause 
of  infantile  deaths  generally.  Two  babies  only  died  at  home, 
the  remaining  eleven  died  in  hospitals.

Maternal  Mortality: 

It  is  again  pleasing  to  report  that  there  were  no  maternal 
deaths  during  1956. 

Cancer  Mortality: 

The  Registrar  General’s  table  shows  that  there  were  46 
deaths  from  Cancer,  including  Leukaemia,  19  males  and  27 
females.  This  represents  a Mortality  Rate  of  1.5  per  1,000  of 
population  and  is  equal  to  11.4%  of  all  deaths.  These  figures 
are  slightly  lower  than  for  1955. 

According  to  the  Registrar  General’s  figures,  deaths  from 
Cancer  of  the  lung  were  3,  a decrease  of  2 as  compared  with 
1955.  From  my  own  records,  however,  there  were  4 such 
deaths,  3 males  and  1 female. 

While  there  has  been  an  upward  trend  in  the  Cancer 
figures  in  the  Country,  deaths  from  this  cause  have  shown 
very  little  fluctuation  in  the  Border  Rural  District  in  the  last 
five  years. 
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On  careful  scrutiny  of  death  returns,  it  was  found  that 
6 other  deaths  could  be  attributed  to  Cancer  as  the  primary 
cause,  although  they  were  not  certified  under  this  heading, 
having  died  from  some  more  acute  intercurrent  disease. 
Allowing  for  these  additional  cases,  it  would  be  more  accu- 
rate, therefore,  to  state  that  there  was  a slight  increase  in 
Cancer  deaths  during  1956. 

The  average  age  at  death  of  males  was  63.7  while  that 
of  females  was  62.

Deaths  from  All  Causes: 

The  number  of  deaths  recorded  was  practically  the  same 
as  last  year,  being  404  as  against  405,  giving  a Crude  Death 
Rate  of  13.5  per  1,000  of  population.  By  using  the  Area 
Comparability  factor,  this  gives  a corrected  Death  Rate  of 
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11.7  compared  with  that  of  13.3  for  the  last  year.  The  con- 
siderably lower  corrected  rate  for  1956.  is  due  to  the  fact  that 
the  Registrar  General  has,  for  the  first  time,  adjusted  speci- 
fically the  death  rate  area  comparability  factor,  by  taking  into 
account  the  presence  of  any  residential  institution  in  the  area, 
in  this  case  Garlands  Hospital. 

It  has  been  pointed  out  previously  that  since  1953,  all 
deaths  occurring  in  Garlands  have  been  considered  as  deaths 
in  the  Border  Area  irrespective  of  the  original  domicile  of 
such  patients.  As  a result,  the  Death  Rates  have  been  higher 
since  1953,  but  this  new  area  comparability  factor  now  gives 
a more  accurate  figure  for  comparison. 

The  corrected  Death  Rate  of  11.7  compares  favourably 
with  the  Death  Rate  of  11.7  for  England  and  Wales  and  12.2 
for  the  County  of  Cumberland. 

It  is  interesting  to  record  that  of  the  total  deaths,  88 
occurred  in  Garlands  Hospital  equal  to  nearly  22%  of  all 
deaths.  This  compares  with  21%  last  year. 

Diseases  of  the  Heart  and  Circulatory  System  as  always 
accounted  for  the  greatest  number  of  deaths,  viz.  177,  equal 
to  nearly  44%  of  all  deaths,  as  compared  with  47%  in  1955. 
This  percentage  of  such  deaths  is  higher  than  that  of  the 
Country  as  a whole  and  is  due  to  the  fact  that  of  all  the 
Garlands  deaths,  57%  were  due  to  heart  and  circulatory 
diseases. 

Vascular  Lesions  of  the  Nervous  System  i.e.  Cerebral 
Haemorrhage  and  Thrombosis  accounted  for  72  deaths, 
exactly  the  same  as  the  previous  year,  and  equivalent  to  17.8% 
of  all  deaths.  This  figure  is  still  a little  above  the  National 
Rate. 

Cancer  Deaths  as  already  indicated,  numbered  46,  equal 
to  11.4%  of  total  deaths.  Only  5 of  these  occurred  in  Gar- 
lands. representing  under  6%  of  all  Garlands  deaths,  a rate 
even  lower  than  last  year  and  very  much  lower  than  for  the 
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general  population.  This  very  low  rate  has  been  commented 
upon  each  year  since  1953. 

Dis  eases  of  Respiratory  System,  excluding  Tuberculosis, 
accounted  for  28  deaths,  equal  to  7%  of  total  deaths.  This 
shows  a considerable  increase  over  last  year’s  figures  of  16 
and  4%  but  approximates  more  closely  to  the  National  Rate. 

Deaths  from  IMotor  Vehicle  Accidents  amounted  to  6,  2 
more  than  in  1955  while  all  other  accidents  numbered  11, 
being  2 more  than  in  previous  year.

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GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR 

THE  AREA 


Laboratory  Facilities: 

All  necessary  facilities  arc  provided  by  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  at  the  Cumberland  Infirmary  under  the 
combined  direction  of  Dr.  J.  S.  Faulds  and  Dr.  D.  G.  Davies. 
Again  I would  tender  my  grateful  thanks  to  these  consultants 
and  their  staffs  for  their  wise  advice  and  unfailing  help 
throughout  the  year. 

Ambulance  Facilities: 

As  in  previous  years,  an  Ambulance  is  based  at  Kirklin- 
ton  to  serve  the  Northern  area,  while  the  rest  of  the  district 
is  served  from  Carlisle.  In  addition  an  infectious  disease 
ambulance  is  available  from  Longtown  Hospital.  “Sitting 
Case”  cars  are  available  throughout  the  whole  district. 

Nursing  in  the  Home: 

The  County  Council,  as  the  responsible  Health  Authority, 
provides  all  such  services.  There  are  12  nursing  areas  with  a 
nurse  in  charge  of  each  area,  with  the  exception  of  Longtown, 
where  there  are  two  nurses. 

There  is  one  full  time  Health  Visitor,  who,  in  addition 
to  home  visiting,  attends  school  and  Child  Welfare  Clinics  at 
Brampton  and  Carlisle. 

Home  helps  on  the  register  number  37.  These  render  a 
very  useful  service  to  the  community,  especially  in  cases  of 
old  people  living  alone  and  in  cases  of  temporary  illness  or 
absence  of  the  Mother  from  the  home. 

Clinics  and  Treatment  Centres: 

There  has  been  no  change  in  such  facilities,  there  being 
two  County  Clinics  in  the  area. 

Union  Lane,  Brampton  and  14  Portland  Square.  Carlisle, 
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Clinics  are  held  as  follows; —

Ear,  Nose  and  Throat  and  Orthopaedic 
Specialist  Clinics  are  held  at  14  Portland  Square  at  regular 
intervals  throughout  the  year. 

Dental  Clinics  are  also  held  at  Brampton,  Longtown  and 
Carlisle  every  week. 


SANITARY  CIRCUMSTANCES  OF  THE  AREA. 
Water: 

The  routine  bacteriological  examination  of  the  water 
supplies,  owned  by  the  Border  Council,  was  continued 
throughout  the  year  and  usual  visits  of  inspection  paid  to  the 
gathering  grounds. 

About  the  middle  of  1956,  the  Ministry  of  Health  recom- 
mended the  acceptance  of  a higher  standard  of  bacteriological 
purity,  with  the  result  that  samples  which  previously  had  been 
accepted  as  satisfactory  were  now  classified  unsatisfactory.  A 
total  of  110  samples  were  taken  with  results  as  shown  below:

WATER 

Improvements  and  extensions  to  supplies  over  the  past 
year  include  the  following: 

1.  Bajiks  Water  Supply. 

Completion  of  extension  of  3"  diameter  main  to  High 
House  (1.73  miles). 
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2 Roughton  Gill  Water  Supply. 

Extension  of  main  from  Low  Cotehill  to  Engle- 
thwaite  Hall  (1.06  miles). 

3.  Farlam  Village  Supply. 

Provision  of  additional  storage  to  obviate  shortages 
during  periods  of  peak  demand. 

4.  Hethersgill  and  Longtown  Supply. 

Completion  of  laying  of  1"  and  8"  diameter  mains 
between  Ullermire  Reservoir  and  Longtown,  to  improve 
the  supply  generally  on  the  Hethersgill  Scheme  beyond  Smith- 
field  and  afford  the  Longtown  Scheme  with  an  auxiliary  means 
of  supply.  A total  length  of  7.55  miles  was  involved. 

At  the  same  time  with  the  incorporation  of  additional 
springs  the  whole  of  the  water  from  Ullermire  is  now 
chlorinated.

Duplication  of  existing  sewer  from  the  City  boundary  to 
Low  Moor  Avenue  was  completed  and  the  new  Council  estate 
at  Blackwell  joined  thereto. 

2.  Houghton. 

A system  of  soil  drainage  with  treatment  works  was 
completed  for  this  village  during  the  year,  which  will  not  only 
permit  improvement  of  existing  means  of  drainage,  largely  by 
septic  tanks  being  superseded,  but  will  allow  for  any  new 
development  in  and  around  the  village  of  Houghton  as  a small 
dormitory  to  Carlisle. 

PREVALENCE  OF,  AND  CONTROL  OVER, 
INFECTIOUS  DISEASES. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  was  exceptionally  low 
during  1956,  a total  of  99  notifications  being  received,  com- 
pared with  180  in  1955. 

Measles 

Only  25  cases  were  notified  and  none  of  these  was 
admitted  to  hospital. 

Apart  from  a solitary  case  occurring  in  August,  the  first 
notifications  were  received  in  November.  Although  only  25 
cases  had  occurred  by  the  end  of  the  year,  this  was  the  begin- 
ning of  an  extensive  epidemic  which  swept  the  whole  country 
and  reached  its  peak  in  the  spring  of  1957. 

Whooping  Cough 

There  were  31  cases  notified,  compared  with  34  in  1955. 
No  case  was  admitted  to  hospital  and  there  were  no  deaths. 

Scarlet  Fever 

Only  two  cases  were  notified,  one  a woman  of  31  years, 
the  other  a boy  of  6 years.  Both  cases  were  mild  and  were 
treated  at  home. 
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In  addition  to  these  definite  cases,  there  were  two  out- 
breaks of  Haemolytic  Streptococcal  sore  throats,  not  asso- 
ciated with  a rash  and  therefor  not  notifiable. 

These  outbreaks  occurred  in  the  Dalston  and  Crosby-on- 
Eden  areas  and  causeda  considerable  amount  of  absenteeism 
from  schools.  As  a result  of  swabbing  the  throats  of  children 
in  the  infant  classes,  a high  carrier  rate  of  infection  was 
found;  so  much  so,  that  it  was  decided  that  only  those  with 
obvious  signs  of  infected  throat  or  nose,  were  excluded  from 
school  and  referred  to  their  own  doctors  for  treatment. 

Primary  or  Influenzal  Pneumonia 

Seventeen  cases  were  notified,  compared  with  nine  in 
1955.  Eight  cases,  referred  to  patients,  already  resident  in 
Garlands  Hospital  and  three  of  these  died.  These  were  the 
only  deaths  from  this  type  of  pneumonia. 

From  the  Registrar  General’s  returns,  it  will  be  noticed 
that  there  were  16  deaths  from  pneumonia,  but  this  figure 
includes  all  forms  of  pneumonia  while  only  the  Primary  and 
Influenzal  types  are  notifiable. 

Dysentery. 

Sixteen  cases  were  notified  and  all  proved  bacteriologi- 
cally  to  be  due  to  the  Sonnei  type  of  organism.  Twelve  of  the 
cases  occurred  in  one  outbreak  affecting  a Children’s  Home, 
situated  in  the  Border  District,  but  belonging  to  the  Carlisle 
City  Authorities.  Eight  of  these  cases  were  children  with 
ages  varying  from  8 months  to  5 years,  who  were  admitted 
to  the  Infectious  Diseases  Hospital,  while  the  remaining  four 
cases  were  members  of  the  staff  and  were  treated  at  home. 

Two  cases  occurred  in  Dalston  and,  on  investigation,  a 
visitor  was  found  to  have  arrived  with  the  infection  and 
another  member  of  the  household  had  thus  been  infected. 

Of  the  remaining  two  cases,  one  was  a patient  in  Gar- 
lands and  the  other  an  officer  in  a military  camp. 


All  cases  responded  to  treatment  and  there  were  no 
fatalities. 

Food  Poisoning  (Salmonella). 

Four  cases  were  notified,  three  being  due  to  the  Sal- 
monella Typhimurium  organism,  while  the  fourth  was  due  to 
the  more  unusual  type.  Salmonella  Derby.  Two  cases  received 
hospital  treatment,  the  other  two  being  treated  at  home. 

Although  considerable  effort  was  made  to  discover  the 
sources  of  infection,  nothing  of  a conclusive  nature  was  found. 

Acute  Poliomyelitis. 

There  were  4 cases  notified  during  the  year,  all  of  the 
paralytic  type. 

The  first  case,  a young  man  of  20,  was  notified  in  August 
after  being  admitted  to  hospital  as  a suspect.  He  was  dis- 
charged home  at  the  end  of  three  weeks  with  complete 
recovery. 

The  other  three  cases  occurred  in  December,  in  the 
Scaleby-Kirklinton  area,  and  were  part  of  a small  localised 
outbreak  which  included  a fourth  case,  notified  in  January, 
1957. 

The  first  case  of  this  outbreak  was  a boy  of  6 years  who 
was  admitted  to  hospital  on  12th  December  with  paralysis  of 
the  left  shoulder.  The  next  day,  a girl  of  8 years,  a direct 
contact  at  school,  was  admitted  with  extensive  paralysis  of 
left  leg  and  thigh  and  with  partial  involvement  of  right  leg. 
The  third  case,  a child  of  15  months,  was  admitted  on  17th 
December,  with  extensive  paralysis  of  limbs  and  chest  muscles. 
An  older  sister  of  this  child  was  a direct  contact  of  the  above 
cases  at  school  and  although  remaining  perfectly  well,  was 
subsequently  found  to  be  a carrier  of  the  Poliomyelitis  virus. 

The  fourth  case  in  the  outbreak,  although  not  included 
in  1956  figures,  was  admitted  to  hospital  on  8th  January, 
1957,  with  complete  paralysis  of  left  arm  and  right  shoulder. 
She  was  the  mother  of  a schoolboy  who  was  a close  contact 
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of  the  first  two  cases  and,  although  showing  no  evidence  of  the 
disease,  was  found  to  be  harbouring  the  Poliomyelitis  virus 
and  who  undoubtedly  was  the  cause  of  the  mother’s  infection. 

The  boy  of  6 made  a good  recovery  with  practically  no 
disability  of  his  left  shoulder. 

The  girl  of  8,  after  two  months  in  Cumberland  Infirmary, 
was  transferred  to  the  Ethel  Hedley  Hospital,  Windermere, 
where  she  is  still  receiving  treatment  for  extensive  paralysis. 

The  baby  of  15  months,  who  was  admitted  in  an  almost 
moribund  condition,  was  kept  in  a negative  pressure  respirator 
for  4 weeks.  She  recovered  sufficiently  well  to  be  removed 
after  2 months,  to  the  Ethel  Hedley  Hospital  for  continued 
treatment.  Unfortunately  she  died  there  very  suddenly,  a 
fortnight  after  admission  owing  to  respiratory  failure. 

Despite  intensive  search  for  the  origin  of  this  small  out- 
break, no  definite  conclusions  could  be  formed  although  there 
was  clear  evidence  that  the  four  cases  were  closely  linked.  In 
this  investigation  a great  deal  of  work  was  carried  out  by 
Dr.  D.  G.  Davies,  bacteriologist,  and  his  staff  at  Cumberland 
Infirmary.  He  was  able  to  isolate  the  Polio  virus.  Type  1, 
from  all  but  the  first  case  and  also  from  many  of  the  household 
contacts.  Many  specimens  were  sent  in  from  other  school 
contacts,  including  teaching  staff,  but  no  other  infected  cases 
were  found. 

Poliomyelitis  Vaccination. 

In  January,  1956,  the  Minister  of  Health  requested  Local 
Health  Authorities  to  arrange  for  the  registration  of  children 
in  certain  age  groups,  in  anticipation  of  limited  supplies  of 
vaccine  being  available  for  protection  against  this  disease.  The 
response  to  this  offer  was  rather  disappointing  generally  and 
in  Cumberland  County  less  than  10%  of  the  children  within 
the  age  groups  were  registered. 

Owing  to  the  very  limited  supply  of  vaccine  initially 
issued  to  each  Authority,  only  a small  proportion  of  those 
registered  were  vaccinated,  but  it  was  hoped  the  remainder 
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would  be  dealt  with  when  further  supplies  of  vaccine  became 
available.  It  is  regretted  that  no  second  supply  was  forth- 
coming before  the  end  of  1956. 

In  the  Border  area  74  children  were  vaccinated,  each 
receiving  two  injections  at  monthly  intervals. 

Smallpox. 

No  case  of  Smallpox  or  known  contact  occurred  in  the 
district. 

Owing  to  the  great  increase  in  air  travel  the  danger  of 
imported  Smallpox  has  greatly  increased  in  recent  years.  It 
is  therefore  unfortunate  that  Smallpox  vaccination  in  this 
country  as  a whole  remains  at  a low  level.  The  following 
table  gives  particulars  of  Smallpox  vaccinations  carried  out 
during  1956  in  the  Border  Area.

Diphtheria. 

For  the  8th  successive  year  no  case  of  Diphtheria  occurred 
in  the  area  and  it  is  now  10  years  since  the  last  death  from 
this  disease  was  recorded. 

As  has  been  pointed  out  in  previous  reports  this  freedom 
from  diphtheria  is  entirely  due  to  the  preventive  work  of  the 
Immunisation  campaign  initiated  in  1940. 

The  absence  of  this  disease  tends  to  produce  a false  sense 
of  security  amongst  parents,  who  may  think  there  is  no  need 
to  have  their  children  immunised.  This  is  entirely  wrong 
and  every  effort  must  be  made  to  maintain  a high  rate  of 
immunisation. 

During  1956,  the  following  number  of  children  were 
immunised  in  the  Border  Area.

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Of  the  above  26  cases,  added  to  the  register,  8 were 
inward  transfer  cases,  i.e.  cases  already  notified  elsewhere  but 
had  moved  into  the  Border  area  during  the  year.  Four  of 
the  new  cases  were  notified  from  Garlands  Hospitals,  none 
being  previously  resident  in  the  Border  area. 

Four  cases  were  discovered  by  the  Mass  Radiography 
Unit.  Although  a smaller  number  than  found  last  year  by  this 
means,  it  is  still  proof  of  the  importance  of  this  service. 

It  will  be  noted  that  there  were  six  male  deaths,  all 
respiratory,  an  increase  of  two  from  last  year,  giving  a rate  of 
0.2  per  1,000,  compared  with  a rate  of  0.12  per  1,000  for 
England  and  Wales.

B.C.G.  Vaccination: 

The  County  Council,  as  the  Health  Authority,  continued 

the  B.C.G.  vaccinations  of  the  13-14  years  age  group,  com- 
menced in  1955  in  the  fight  against  Tuberculosis. 

After  obtaining  parental  consent  the  children  are  x-rayed 
by  the  M.M.R.  Unit.  This  is  followed  up  by  the  School 
Medical  Officer  Mantoux-testing  and  vaccinating  all  negative 
reactors.

HOUSING 
New  Buildings 

It  has  been  possible  during  the  year  to  maintain  the  rate 
of  house  building  and  80  houses  were  completed  with  a further 
57  in  course  of  erection.  In  addition  52  houses  were  erected 
privately  or  by  service  departments.

Housing  Acts,  1949-54  — Improvement  Grants. 

While  the  number  of  houses  improved  during  the  year 
shows  a slight  increase  on  the  previous  year — 36  as  against  32 
—the  number  of  new  applications  has  fallen  from  39  to  22. 
From  preliminary  enquiries  received  however  there  is  an  in- 
dication that  next  year  will  show  an  increase.

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Slum  Clearance. 


Of  the  54  unfit  houses  dealt  with  during  the  year,  50 
of  these  are  included  in  the  Council’s  Slum  Clearance  Pro- 
gramme submitted  and  approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing 
and  Local  Government  under  the  Housing  Repairs  and  Rents 
Act,  1954.  The  properties  have  been  dealt  with  individually 
and  appropriate  action  taken  under  Section  1 1 of  the  Housing 
Act,  1936. 

As  there  were  indications  of  considerable  delay  arising 
in  obtaining  a suitable  site  at  Brampton  due  to  some  owners 
being  unwilling  to  sell,  it  was  considered  advisable  to  open 
negotiations  for  the  acquisition  of  a suitable  site  at  Longtown 
and  thus  preserve  some  continuity  in  the  Council’s  Slum 
Clearance  Programme.  Agreement  had  been  reached  by  the 
end  of  the  year  for  a site  which  will  eventually  accommodate 
approximately  70  houses. 

Drainage  and  Water  Closets. 

The  number  of  new  drainage  systems  and  water  closets 
provided  in  place  of  earth  closets,  privies,  etc.,  is  91.  35  of 
these  are  drained  to  the  Council’s  sewers  and  56  to  cesspools. 
In  addition,  25  systems  previously  draining  to  cesspools  have 
now  been  connected  to  the  Council’s  sewers. 

Water  Supplies. 

The  number  of  existing  houses  provided  with  a water 
supply  from  the  Council’s  mains  is  29. 

Camping  Sites  and  Moveable  Dwellings. 

The  number  of  camping  sites  licensed  under  Section  269 
of  The  Public  Health  Act,  1936  remains  at  3.  In  addition  6 
licenses  were  issued  to  station  moveable  dwellings.

the  year  to  serve  any  statutory  notices. 

The  Council’s  sewage  works  and  refuse  tips  are  regularly 
treated. 


Refuse  Collection 

While  during  the  year  a number  of  new  houses  have  been 
included  in  the  areas  of  collection  there  has  been  an  offset 
due  to  the  closing  and  demolition  of  individual  ho  jsfs  ' ’’ 
is  estimated  that  the  number  of  houses  from  which  refuse  is 
collected  will  be  slightly  increased  from  that  of  last  year 
to  6,600. 

Several  requests  have  been  received  to  extend  the  area  of 
collection  into  the  more  remote  parts  of  the  district,  but  con- 
sideration has  been  deferred  until  a new  large  capacity  vehicle 
has  been  acquired.
